THE ART OF 
COOKING PRUNES 


Do you belong to the school of 
cooks who soak their prunes be- 
fore they cook them? Mrs. Gayle 
P. Austin, Home Demonstration 


| Agent for the University of Calif- 


ornia Agricultural Extension Ser- 
vice, says many people do, but 
the more modern school of cooks 
find that prunes are just as gocd 
when they are cooked without 
soaking. 

If you soak * your prunes, and 
it’s often a good idea with home 
dried prunes which have become 
very dry, be sure you cook them 
in the soaking water so you'll get 
all the food value and flavor. 

Cover prunes with water and 
cook them in a tightly covered 
container until they are tender. 
They will turn out best if you use 
a low flame and keep the water 
just simmering. Or you can put 
them in top of a double boiler, 
cover them with hot water and 
heat for 45 minutes to an hour 
Then simmer over a low flame for 
a few minutes, adding two table- 
spoons of sugar for each cup of

Working from a designer's sketch, 
the model-maker constructs a pat- 
tern in size 4B for women's shoes 
and 7C or 8D for men's. The model 
pattern serves as the basis of a 
sample shoe. Several trials and re- 
makes may be needed before the 
shoe is right. 

Making patterns calls for mathe- 
matical precision plus expert knowl- 
edge of the entire process of shoe 
production. The patterns have to 
coordinate with the lasts on which 
the shoes are built. Sizes run from 
5 AAAA to 10 EEE, with all grada- 
tions in between, Each part of the 
pattern must be graded in propor- 
tion, so that the finished shoe of 
each size will fit correctly, and the 
style features be in harmony. The 
designer knows that the finished 
shoe will embody and hold the pat- 
tern because leather soles provide 
a foundation which is flexible and 
shape retaining.

NEW YORK — If you didn't 
make much dough out of the 


pyramid club craze, don't feel 
lonescme. 

It's dollars to doughnuts that 
more people got doughnuts than 
dollars out of these get-rich- 
quick enterprises. 

Because at most of the par- 


ties launching pyramid clubs, 
you at least got a doughnut and 
a cup of coffee. It is another 
matter how many pecple, for 
the $1 they plunked down, got 
back 12 days later the $2,000 
they hoped for. 

For very, very few seem to 
have worked their way to the 
top of the pyramid—people be- 
ing what they are, and dollars 
being what they are. 

But the doughnut industry 
did well indeed. It is still doing 
well,n areas just being infected 
by this modified version of the 
1935 “chain letter” epidemic. 

To check on this point, I 


phoned a spokesman for the 
doughnut industry. 
“Is this Mr. Sugarman call- 


ing?" asked his telephone girl. 

Honest, she did. And I had to 
curb a sudden mad desire to for- 
get all about pyramid clubs and 
try to learn what connection 
anyone named Mr. Sugarman 
had with the doughnut empire. 
But just then I got switched to 
the spokesman himself. 

“Have the pyramid clubs af- 
fected the sale cf doughnuts?” 
he chirped happily. “Why, 
wherever the craze hits, it 
doubles the doughnut business. 
It lasts a week or 10 days in 
most places, and the sale of 
doughnuts goes up a hundred 
per cent. 

“One chain of 28 doughnut 
shops has sold more than 500,- 
000 extra doughnuts. 

“T talked to some coffee peo- 
ple, too. They say their business 
is up, but not as much as ours.”

Word of this latest American 
investment fad swept quickly 
around the world.

But the scns of John 
Bull have been slow to take it 
up—either through a shortage 
of doHars and doughnuts or a 
eurplus of common sense. 

Here in the United States the 
pyramid club mania ‘has bounced 
around like a haphazard torna- 
do. It swept eastward from Cali- 
fornia, where people used to 
have to dig to find gold. 

It hit hardest in the cities. 
Police in Columbus, Ohio, esti- 
mated it waz a $1,000,000 merry- 
go-round there for two weeks. 
Here in Manhattan the quick- 
money virus wore itself out in 
a few busy days. Some bosses 
had to break up office pyramid 
chub parties in order to get the 
work done. 

Many who joined the clubs 
and got stung for a buck regard 
their loss as a harmless adven- 
ture. But police don’t feel it was 
all innocent. They think a num- 
her of fast operators capitalized 
on the craze and turned it into 
a racket in some places. Such 
operators got in fustest—and out 
with the mostest. And the entry 
fee wasn’t always just a dollar. 

The pyramid club hysteria is 
still spreading in smaller towns 
and cities. Last week it was 
rampant in parts of Florida. I 
mentioned this to a cynic with 
a fading Miami suntan and he 
observed: 

“I don’t think pyramid clubs 
will ever really take the place 
of tourists in Florida.” 

Well, there is no nonsense like 
American nonsense. And next 
week offers a wonderful oppor- 
tunity for all who want to go 
pyramid clubbing. * 

It is national doughnut week. 


LONDON (By Airmail)—Ac- 
cording to the British Prime 
Minister, Mr. Attlee, with whom 
I had the pleasure of a con- 
fidential talk, the chief p*ob- 
lems that confront the social- 
ist government, internally, are 
hangovers from the past. 

He finds oli habits of think- 
ing present among both work- 
ers and employers. The work- 
ers still are unable to conquer 
the fear of unemployment. With 
their memories of former de- 
pressions, it is hard to break 
down their habit of stretching 
work. Among employers, he 
finds there is still servitude to 
the spirit that “what was good 
enough father is good enough 
today”. 

This is not characteristic of 
steel or heavy industry in gen- 
eral, in his eyes. But some in- 


dustries—for instance, textiles 
—are, in the British phrase, 
“sticky”. Mr. Attlee believes 


this attitude is rapidly chang- 
ing. Like all labor party lead- 
ers I have seen, he is optim- 
istic. 

Mr. Attlee is gentle, open- 
minded and communicative. In 
this he differs from Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps—whom I also have 
seen—universally regarded as 
the ablest mind behind the 
coldest exterior in the govern- 
ment. Tall, hawk-nosed,_in- 
tellectual and aristocratic, Sir 
Stafford asserts—with sublime 
confidence — that Britain has 
no internal problems. With pro- 
duction, exports and investment 
higher than pre-war, Sir Staf- 
ford thinks all Britain’s prob- 
lems are external. If one 
asks him whether the incen- 
tives offered by the socialist 
regime are adequate he points 
to the statistics as proof. 

So does Mr. Attlee. He also 
believes that there are substi- 
tutes for the so-called “profit 
motive” and listed them to me 
as “satisfaction in doing a good 
job of work, public recognition 
for it, and patriotism — happi- 
ness in being part of a going 
concern”. He asserts that peo- 
ple who do good work are re- 
warded, but that they must 
change their outlook. The in- 
centives of the last century, he 
maintains, are not possible to- 
day. .People worked then that 
their children would not have 
to work, but would become 
financially independent anu live 
as landed gentry. 

That, I reminded him, never 
was true of America and I 
thought, as I often have, that 
it is misleading to think of 
European capitalism as identi- 


cal with American. European 
capitalism always has been 
shot through with feudalism, 





and the American dynamic — 
competition and high turnover 
with the lowest unit of profit— 
never caught on here. The car- 
tel system keyed prices to se- 
cure profits for the least effic- 
jient which, ofcourse, meant ex- 
orbitant profits to the most ef- 
ficient in the cartel. 


Only time will tell whether 
such substitute incentives will 
release the fullest energies. 
Several government officials— 
speaking as persons, not offic- 
jals—expressed doubts. And 
production and export are meas- 
ured in the statistics by pound 
values, not by quantities. There 
is still inflation of frices and 
the pound, by the test of the 
free market, is overvalued. 

It certainly is true—one sees 
it in small incidents—that Brit- 
ons are little interested in mak- 
int money, since there is so 
little to buy with it. Laundry 
is expensive and though hotel 
service is better, if anything, 
that in New York, quick laun- 
drv is not part of that service. 

Because I am traveling light, 
I offered a chambermaid twice 
the high hotel rate to wash out 
a few things—but she refused. 
Britons told me if I had offer- 
ed nylons instead, she would 
have rushed to the job. Per- 
sonally I am_ convinced that 
people will not make. the most 
effort merely to pay it back in 
taxes. But time will tell. 

In any case, with whatever 
reservations one regards the 
British socialist experiment, one 
always comes back to the in- 
disputable fact that Britain 
must export to exist, now that 
balance of payments no longer 
can come from increment of 
foreign investments, and food 
arl raw materials are large- 
ly in dollar areas. Since there 
is no inclination in this proud 
country to live on charity, even 
were that likely to be forthcom- 
ing, austerity and planned dis- 
tribution are unavoidable.. 

Sir Stafford Cripps always 
comes around to this, and 
neither Tory nor American can 
answer facts. These demanu 
that everything paid with dol- 
lars be kept short; if the wel- 
fare of the masses is consider- 
ed, that it be rationed; and 
thus the dollar shortage im- 
poses planned economy and the 
economic sovereignty of the 
world’s most capitalist power 
encourages socialism every- 
where else.

The conference cf British 
Commonwealth prime ministers 
in London, to try to figure out 


how India can become a repub- 
lic and still remain within the 
Commonwealth, is fascinating in 
its potentialities. 

We are witnessing a further 
historic development in the 
metamorphosis of the ties be- 
tween Britain and her far-flung 
political. structure ‘“‘upon which 
the sun never sets.” 

An entirely new situaticn has 
been created by the refusal of 
mighty India—like the indepen- 
dent Republic of Ireland—to 
continue recognition of the king 
as her sovereign. Such recog- 
nition has been a requisite of 
membership in the Common- 
weelth. Unless some substitute 
can be devised, India will welk 
out of the Commonwealth when 
she becomes a republic. 

The significance of this lies in 
the fact that the time is rapidly 
passing when any pecple will 
bow to the sovereignty of an- 
other race. That's why empires 
are on their way out. 

Most of the dominions in the 
Commonwealth have big British 
populations. Their ties with the 
mother country are close. But 
the situation is different as re- 
gards India and Pakistan and 
other Asiatic peeples. They be- 





long to a different world 
racially and culturally. 

That’s the problem which the 
London conference is trying— 
and confidently expects—to 
solve. 

The solution must be flexible 
enough to include more nations 
than India, for others may adopt 
the Republican form of govern- 
ment. Among them might be 
Pakistan and Ceylon, and there 
even is speculation that the 
Dominion of South Africa might 
take this step. 

Dr. D. F. Malan, prime min- 
ister of South Africa and leader 
of the Nationalist Party, aims 
to wean the English - speaking 
people of his country from what 
he describes a3 double loyalty— 
that is, to the Union cf South 
Africa and to England. He has 
said that this can be done “only 
by political and spiritual sepa- 
ration, as the Americans broke 
away from the mother country.” 

Indications are that England's 
relationship ultimately will be 
divided into three categories: 
(1) the imperial relations with 
the colonies; (2) the Common- 
wealth asscciation with the au- 
tonomous dominions which still 
acknowledge allegiance to the 
crown: and (3) the special as- 
sociation with dominions which 
do not acknowledge allegiance 
to the king.

These conclusions are based on 
the response to the questionnaire 
which I recently sent to 125,000 
registered voters, of whom 26,369

By cvumparison on question num- 
ber one, 72.28 per cent of Whittier 
district who replied are against 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley labof 
\law; in the entire congressional 
|district, 70.82 per cent take the 
|same position. 
| Likewise, on question number 
eight, 83.31. per cent of Whittier 
| district voters who sent in their 
jancwers are opposed to Congress 
|granting President Truman power 
ito re-establish price control and 
|rationing, whereas 79.88 per cent 
}of those throughout the congres- 
|sional district who replied to this 
| question said “no.” 
| I am including in this report a 
| complete tabulation of the re- 
sponse to all nine question, both 
iby district and city. The answer 
|percentages were machine - calcu- 
j\lated by the International Busi- 
\ness Machines Corporation in 
| Washington. 
| A word about the poll distribu- 
(ior since many who participatec 
jinquired in that regard: It was 
|mailed to 125,000 registered voters 
out of a total cf 205,000 in the 
district; it therefore qualifies as 
an unusually broad attempt to 
obtain majority opinions and the 
response may therefore be consid- 
ered for more than a mere scat- 
tered sampling. Also, the que:- 
|tionnaires: were sent to an equal 
{number of Republicans and Demo- 
|crats on the registration rolls. 
| In announcing these results, I 
want to express my sincere ap- 
preciation to all those whose par- 
ticipation made the poll such an 
outstanding success. The 21 per 
cent return of the letters sent out 
is almost unprecedented, “ince the 
average response to similar mail 
polis is only between 6 and 7 per 
cent. By further comparison, th: 
response to this poll shows a con- 
siderable increase in interest in 
national affairs on the part of the 
12th District voters, of whom 
about 16 per cent answered the 
questions asked last year.
